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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 


The  committee  recommend,  for  the  support  of  the  library 
for  the  ensuing  year,  appropriations  as  follows  : 

1.  Twelve  hundred  dollars  for  salaries  of  librarian  and 
assistant. 

2.  Nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  twenty- 
five  cents,  being  three-quarters  of  a  dollar  for  each  of  the 

/  ratable  polls  for  the  year  1896. 

3.  Three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  three 
cents,  being  the  amount  of  the  dog  tax  for  1896  refunded  by 
the  County  Treasurer. 

In  consideration  of  the  fact  that  we  find  it  necessary  to 
call  upon  the  town  for  two  hundred  dollars  more  than  here- 
tofore on  account  of  the  employment  of  an  assistant  librarian, 
the  committee  have  reduced  the  amount  asked  for  per  poll 
from  one  dollar  to  three-quarters  of  a  dollar,  and  so  dimin- 
ishing rather  than  increasing  the  library  appropriation.

Of  the  27,021  volumes  which  represent  the  home  use  of 
library,  nearly  64  per  cent,  were  fiction  and  juvenile  books. 
The  circulation  of  the  library  for  the  year  ending  March, 
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1891,  was  less  than  20,000  volumes;  since  then  it  has  in- 
creased gradually,  until  this  year  it  is  a  little  more  than 
27,000  volumes.  This  represents  only  the  books  delivered 
for  home  use.  The  use  of  books  in  the  building  has  appar- 
ently increased  in  a  much  larger  ratio  than  for  home  use ; 
the  sons  and  daughters  come  here  to  trace  their  revolution- 
ary ancestry,  the  members  of  various  clubs  to  find  material 
for  their  papers,  and  a  fancy  dress  party  is  sure  to  create  a 
demand  for  all  the  costume  books  the  library  owns  :  but  of 
this  use  of  the  books  no  figures  are  kept  by  which  to  meas- 
ure the  work. 

We  have  tried  establishing  a  branch  delivery  at  Concord 
Junction,  having  books  brought  down  and  returned  once 
each  week,  hoping  to  accommodate  not  only  those  who  al- 
ready used  the  library,  but  to  make  it  easy  for  others  to  do 
so.  The  experiment  was  tried  for  the  three  winter  months, 
but  with  so  little  success  that  it  is  now  discontinued.  Pos- 
sibly under  more  favorable  circumstances  it  might  be  suc- 
cessful. 

One  book  reported  lost  from  our  reference  department 
two  years  ago  was  returned  to  the  library  last  June,  and  one 
book  which  was  missing  in  the  early  part  of  the  winter,  and 
which  I  expected  to  report  missing  this  year,  was  returned 
to  the  library  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Magoun.  It  had 
been  stolen  by  a  book  thief  who  has  become  notorious  for 
the  number  of  books  stolen  from  the  public  libraries  of  Eos- 
ton  and  Hartford,  and  who  is  now  serving  a  sentence  in  a 
house  of  correction. 

A  new  bulletin  of  hooks,  added  to  the  library  during  the 
years  1894,  1895,  and  1896,  has  been  prepared,  and  will  be 
ready  for  use  in  a  few  days  ;  this  bulletin  contains  an  author 
list  of  over  3,000  volumes,  with  many  cross  references  to 
aid  the  user.  We  still  continue  the  monthly  lists  of  new 
books  in  the  Concord  Enterprise. 

I  wish  to  suggest  that  I  consider  it  desirable  to  modify 
the  "two  book"  system  to  the  extent  of  allowing  borrowers 
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to  take  two  books  of  any  kind  they  please,  fiction  or  other- 
wise, limiting  it  only  in  regard  to  new  books,  only  one  of 
which  shall  be  taken  on  a  card.  It  would  meet  with  the 
approval  of  borrowers  as  well  as  librarians,  if  you  should 
allow  a  discretionary  power  to  be  used  in  occasionally  issu- 
ing several  books  on  a  single  card  when  the  borrower  is  en- 
gaged  in  writing  a  paper  for  some  club  or  other  similar 
work,  which  is  so  transient  as  scarcely  to  call  for  a  "stu- 
dent's card." 

In  addition  to  the  gifts  recorded  below,  we  have  received 
from  Mrs.  S.  D.  Richardson  a  deed  of  an  old  Concord  farm 
bearing  the  date  1695,  also  other  old  papers  and  account 
books  valuable  as  a  part  of  our  local  history;  Mr.  A.  W. 
Hosmer  has  given  eleven  programmes,  newspaper  cuttings, 
etc.,  of  various  dates  from  1859  to  1865,  also  connected 
with  our  local  history;  Mr.  J.  M.  Keyes  has  given  two 
photographs  of  relics  of  Gettysburg  battlefield  ;  Mrs.  F.  M. 
Holland,  a  photograph  of  the  artist,  W.  M.  Hunt;  Miss 
Emma  Holland,  a  letter  written  by  Harriet  Martineau  ;  Mr. 
C.  E.  Brown,  a  parchment  sent  by  the  people  of  Coggeshall, 
County  of  Essex,  England,  to  the  inhabitants  of  Concord, 
1861 ;  Mr.  Samuel  Hoar  has  given  twenty-four  parts  of 
Murray's  new  English  dictionary ;  Master  Theron  Damon,  a 
piece  of  Hungarian  fund  money,  with  Kossuth's  signature. 
Mr.  F.  A.  Pratt  and  Mr.* J.  M.  Keyes  still  continue  their 
large  contributions  of  periodicals  for  our  reading-room  and 
for  loaning.

Last  year,  at  my  suggestion,  you  modified  the  existing  "  two- 
book  "  system  to  allow  adult  readers  to  draw  two  works  of 
fiction  on  a  card,  if  they  preferred,  in  place  of  one  fiction  and 
one  other  book.  I  am  glad  to  find  that  this  modification  of  the  rule 
has  changed  the  percentage  of  fiction  and  juvenile  reading  very 
little  :  last  year  the  percentage  of  fiction  and  juvenile  was  64 — , 
this  year  it  is  64  +  ,  proving  that  the  9  per  cent,  increase  in 
circulation  is  not  an  increase  of  fiction  only. 

Beside  our  open  shelves  for  new  books,  which  have  been 
very  popular  since  first  established,  we  have  another  open  book 
case  on  which  may  be  found  interesting  old  books,  or  books  on 
topics  of  especial  interest  to  the  public :  these  I  intend  to 
change  every  two  or  three  months.  The  case  has  been  in  place 
only  a  few  days,  so  that  I  cannot  judge  yet  how  useful  it 
may  be. 

Mr.  Woodward  Hudson  has  given  the  library  a  carbon  pho- 
tograph of  Mr.  Samuel  Staples  ;  Mr.  R.  W.  Wood,  of  Jamaica 
Plain,  has  given  50  pictures  of  architectural  details  of  the 
buildings  of  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition.

No  account  is  kept  of  the  number  of  books  used  in  the  Library 
from  both  lending  and  reference  departments,  consequently  there 
is  nothing  which  gives  any  idea  of  the  amount  of  work  actually 
done,  and  which  often  equals  in  amount  or  exceeds  that  of  deliv- 
ering books  for  home  use. 

The  new  system  of  charging,  under  which  two  books  are  issued 
no  a  card,  went  into  effect  the  twenty-first  of  last  March,  and  has  now 
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been  in  use  more  than  eleven  months.  In  some  respects  this  method 
makes  a  little  more  work,  but  it  has  increased  the  circulation  and 
is,  on  the  whole,  much  more  satisfactory,  and  more  than  compen- 
sating for  the  increased  work.  I  think  few  of  the  borrowers 
would  like  to  go  back  to  the  one  book  limit.  The  present  system 
would  prove  even  more  popular  than  it  is,  if  we  could  do  away 
with  one  of  the  limitations  and  allow  two  books  regardless  of  class 
on  one  card. 

If  we  had  sufficient  space,  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  open 
shelves,  which  should  be  filled  once  in  three  months,  or  oftener, 
from  the  older  books  in  the  library,  bringing  into  notice  again 
books  which  have  been  published  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty  years  and 
are  now  half  forgotten  by  the  older  readers,  and  unknown  to  the 
younger  ones.  They  would  often  prove  more  profitable  reading 
than  the  new  books.  It  would  also  be  well  to  have  a  shelf  devoted 
to  topics  of  especial  interest  to  the  public.  I  also  think  it  would 
be  helpful  if  we  could  occasionally  allow  borrowers  to  go  to  the 
shelves  to  look  up  a  subject.  It  would  not  be  convenient  in  the 
fiction  alcoves,  they  are  so  closely  shelved  as  to  have  no  spare 
space,  but  in  many  parts  of  the  library,  one  person  at  a  time  might 
be  admitted  without  much  trouble  resulting  except  perhaps  a  few 
misplaced  books. 

Our  card  catalogue  had  become  so  crowded  that  it  was  a  trial 
of  patience  to  use  it,  and  more  space  became  a  necessity.  The 
best  remedy  would  have  been  a  modern  case,  and  have  the  cata- 
logue copied  on  smaller  cards  to  fit  it,  but  that  plan  seemed  to  be 
too  expensive,  so  a  story  has  been  added  to  the  old  case,  which 
will  hold  about  twelve  thousand  cards,  but  of  a  smaller  size  than 
those  which  we  have  been  using ;  then  ten  thousand  of  the  old 
cards,  comprising  A,  B  and  C  of  the  card  catalogue  were  renum- 
bered and  cut  down  to  suit  the  new  case  ;  guides  were  put  in  the 
drawers,  giving  now  a  card  catalogue,  the  new  part  of  which  is  a 
pleasure  to  use,  and  the  old  part  better  than  for  a  long  time.  The 
new  cards  used  are  of  the  smaller  size,  and  I  hope  gradually  to 
work  the  whole  catalogue  on  these  cards,  so  that  when  the  new  case 
is  bought  we  shall  be  able  to  fill  it  with  cards  most  approved  by 
experience.  I  think  our  present  addition  will  be  sufficient  for  two 
years. 

The  Town  Committee  for  the  publication  "Concord  Births, 
Marriages  and  Deaths,"  gave  the  library  twenty-five  copies  to  be 
used  in  exchange  for  similar  publications.    Exchanges  have  been 
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made  with  the  Essex  Institute,  Salem,  Editor  of  Putnam's  His- 
torical Magazine,  Woburn  Library,  Town  of  Dedham,  Lancaster 
Library,  Boston  Public  Library,  New  Hampshire  State  Library, 
New  Jersey  State  Library. 

From  Mr.  J.  M.  Keyes  and  Mr.  F.  A.  Pratt  we  have  received 
a  large  number  of  periodicals  ;  those  for  which  we  have  not  al- 
ready subscribed  are  credited  to  them  on  the  reading  room  lists. 
The  duplicates  form  a  valuable  collection  for  lending.  The  Cos- 
mopolitan, Harper,  Outing  and  Scribner  from  Mr.  Keyes ;  the 
Forum,  Independent,  North  American  Review,  Public  Opinion, 
Review  of  Reviews  from  Mr.  Pratt,  and  the  library  furnishes  a 
copy  of  the  Century. 

By  bequest  of  Hon.  E.  R.  Hoar  the  library  has  received  "The 
Philosophers'  Camp  in  the  Adirondacks,"  painted  by  Wm.  J.  Still- 
man,  and  "Criticism,"  painted  by  E.  E.  Simmons.  The  last  is 
a  valuable  addition  to  the  collection  of  pictures  which  we  hope  to 
have  painted  by  Concord  artists.  The  "  Philosophers'  Camp " 
contains  portraits  of  several  famous  men  ;  a  key  to  the  picture, 
made  and  given  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Emerson,  hangs  near  it. 

Miss  Kennedy  has  presented  the  library  with  thirty-four  etch- 
ings and  engravings,  framed  and  ready  for  hanging. 

Hon.  George  F.  Hoar  has  sent  us  three  pictures  of  places  in 
Odell,  England  ;  Mr.  Alfred  Munroe  has  given  a  framed  photo- 
graph of  Judge  Hoar  ;  Mr.  A.  W.  Hosmer  has  given  a  photograph 
of  Thoreau,  a  collection  of  photographs  of  places  in  Concord  of 
which  Thoreau  has  written,  bound  and  called  "  In  Thoreau's 
Country,"  also  a  Thoreau  Chronology  ;  from  Dr.  S.  A.  Jones,  of 
Ann  Arbor,  we  have  received,  bound  in  two  volumes,  a  collection 
of  Thoreau's  writings  as  they  were  first  printed  in  periodicals, 
being  practically  "  first  editions  ;"  Mrs.  F.  M.  Holland  has  given 
a  photograph  of  Mr.  Elwell's  medallion  of  Booth. 

In  response  to  a  request  which  we  have  made  of  the  several 
sculptors  whom  we  claim  as  Concord  artists,  Mr.  Ricketson  has 
given  us  photographs  of  his  works.  Others  have  promised,  and 
we  hope  will  soon  do  so. 

Mr.  L.  A.  Surette  has  given  us  pieces  of  currency  which  were 
issued  b}7  the  Concord  Lyceum  in  "  war  times,"  when  change  was 
scarce  ;  Mrs.  R.  F.  Barrett  has  given  a  megaletoscopio,  with  a 
large  number  of  pictures  to  use  in  it;  Mr.  E.  S.  Barrett  has  giv- 
en a  heliotype  copy  of  the  commission  as  Ensign,  granted  by  Gov. 
Andros  to  Humphrey  Barrett,  in  1688.
